CONGRESS, RESERVE 


PUSH GREDIT POLICY 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(UP) 
Congress and the federal reserve 
beard are moving rapidly in a new 
eredit expansion policy to stimulate 
The movement developed 
along two lines today. 

The board ‘announced tonight the 
purchase through the federal reserve 


system of another $93,000,000 in gov- 
ernment securities this week in con- 


tinnation of a. policy which officials 


| say will strengthen security markets, 


make money “easier” and improve 
price levels. This brings the total gov- 
ernment security holdings to an all- 
time record of $1,087,000,000. 


Simultaneously the house banking 


and currency committee reported fa- 
_vorably the Goldsborough stabilization 
bill which directs the federal reserve 


board to raise the commodity price 
level by just such operations as those 


in which the board is now engaged, 


but on a much broader seale. 

The bill directs the secretary of 
treasury, the federal reserve board 
and federal reserve banks to use their 
control of the volume of credit and 
to restore the purchasing 
power of the dollar to the average 
level effective between 1921 and 1929. 

This measure has gained such sti p- 
port that Chairman Henry J. Stea- 
gall, democrat, Alabama, announced 
today when his committee acted that 
he would seek a special rule for its 
early consideration by the house. The 
bill is frowned upon by treasury and 
reserve board officials, who say they 
are doing now what it directs. Spon- 
sors of the measure claim the treas- 
ury 18 not going far enough.
